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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1. Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 3. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

4. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

5. Regarding claim 1, the phrase "in extractable way" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 3 and 5, the phrase "can be " renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Will et al 
(US5848634). 

Claim 1:a control device comprising a motor (fig16:146) housed in a tubular casing (fig 
15:126; col. 15:64-66) and a controller (fig. 16A:152) housed inside a box (fig 15:101) fixed to 
an extremity of the casing (126). 

Claim 2: the box (101) has a removable cover (fig 16). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Will et al 
in view of Orsat (US51 98974). 

Claims 3,5: Will et al teach the limitations of claim 1. Referring to claims 3 and 5 they 
teach the controller (fig. 16A:152) can be connected to a terminal board (132/133) to which are 
connected a supply cable (col. 14:8-13, wiring connected to jack 128) coming ferni the outside 
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of the box and a supply bus for the motor (fig.28:bus from 300 to 302). They do not explicitly 
teach supply cables for the motor. Orsat teaches a rolling shutter having power cables (25) for 
a motor (5). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the apparatus taught by Will et al to have power cables as taught 
by Orsat in order to power the motor. 

10. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Will et al in view 
of Kitamura (US 6646399) or Koyano (JP 05231084) 

Claim 4: Will et al teach the limitations of claim 1. Referring to claim 4. they teach a hall 
sensor (150; col. 19:41-54) and associated with the controller (fig. 16:132fig. 28:308). They do 
not teach the sensor being an encoder Kitamura teaches roller shutter having a position 
sensor (6) in the form of an encoder (col.5:5-12) associated with a controller (11), Koyano 
teaches roller shutter having a position sensor (6) in the form of an encoder (6; abstract) 
associated with a controller (7). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the apparatus taught by Will et al to use and 
encoder as taught by Kitamura or Koyano in order to sense the position of the shutter. 

Conclusion

disclosure. They disclose rolling apparatuses.
